O U R NATIVE PALMS 


A group of fan-palms, known 
as the genus W ashingtonia, is 
peculiar to our Southw est, Cali­ 
fornia, Arizona, Lower Califor­ 
nia, and Sonora, Mexico. 
Three species are recognized— 
the one w hich gives the nam e to 
Palm Springs is called W ashing­ 
tonia Filifera. Very large speci­ 
mens m ay be as much as 70 feet 
high. A lthough this palm is na­ 
tive only on the borders of the 
California D esert and the extrem e 
South of the Mohave D esert, it is 
rather w idely cultivated, even as 
far N orth as Cloverdale on the 
Redwood Highway. I saw a very 
fine specim en in the B otanic G ar­ 
den at Lisbon, Portugal. 
People 
ask 
where 
all 
these 
palms come from and how old 
are they? This question can have 
two m eanings, referring eith er to 
the kind of palm or the individual 
trees. Palm s do not have annual 
rings, so they cannot be dated 
like our Conifers. Possibly, some

W ashingtonia originated in our 
Southw est w here it is now found. 
Its ancestors were surely A m eri­ 
can, as the most nearly related 
palms live in the tropical and 
subtropical parts of A m erica. It 
is probably safe to say th a t W ash­ 
ingtonia is several m illions of 
years old. The particular species 
may be less ancient, b u t in any 
case, of very considerable an­ 
tiquity. O ne fact suggesting an­ 
tiquity is the existence of a very 
peculiar 
type of beetle which 
bores in the dead palms. A broken 
specimen w as first found by the 
entom ologist W right of S an Ber­ 
nardino. Although the specimen 
was im perfect, it was so rem ark­ 
able th a t Dr. George H orn of 
Philadelphia described t, calling 
it D inapate W rightii. Since then, 
many com plete specim ens have 
been found.
